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An alternative to'Alternative 
School’, Clear Creek Academy 
appears to be a successful model 


After its first full year in existence, transforming 
the older model of an “alternative school,” Clear 
Creek Academy is much more than a setting for 
high school students who have made mistakes and 
been placed in an alternate setting. 

The academy is now a setting that offers a posi¬ 
tive atmosphere, along with hard work in educa¬ 
tion and a heavy emphasis on parent involvement, 
to assist any referred student in need of both behav¬ 
ioral and academic help to reach their goals. 

Jeff Pharis, Director of Alternate School Pro¬ 
grams, and Jeff Shelton, assistant director and 
instructor at Clear Creek, discussed the positive

impacts the program has had on young men’s and 
women’s lives over the past year. 

Pharis began in the former GEAR-UP program 
in 2005, which was designed to help students in a 
three-county area (Clinton, Wayne and McCreary) 
prepare for college readiness. 

After that program was not refunded by the fed¬ 
eral government recently, he noted that Superinten¬ 
dent Charlotte Bernard began working with Shel¬ 
ton to expand the alternative school into something 
different. Through that process, they came up with 
the best practices that could aid more students in 
different areas, such as credit recovery. 

Clear Creek Academy is located in the build¬ 
ing that houses the football complex near Bulldog 
Field on the Clinton County High School campus. 

Last Friday, a total of three students who took 
advantage of the assistance offered by Clear Creek 
were among the members of the 2013 CCHS grad¬ 
uating class. 

Students who attend Clear Creek get there

School board 
reviews draft 
budget 

In a rare holiday session, the Clinton County 
Board of Education held a special call meeting on 
Memorial Day afternoon, Monday, May 27 with all 
members present. 

Superintendent Charlotte Bernard said the meet¬ 
ing was called for because all members could be 
present and it was a non-workday for the board 
members. 

There were three items of business on the agen¬ 
da, with the primary issue being the approval of the 
tentative 2013-14 fiscal year budget. A draft budget 
had been presented without the necessity of action 
back in January. 

The total budget on paper for this fiscal year is 
just over $13 million. However, Superintendent 
Bernard explained that around $2.8 million of that 
total amount was something of a pass-through item 
the state is now requiring to be added. The state 
employee health insurance, which is listed as both a 
revenue and expenditure, had to be added this year. 

Otherwise, the total budget is practically 
the same amount as last year, being a total of

Abdominal pain is pain or dis¬ 
comfort that occurs in the section 
of your body between your chest 
and the top of your hip bones. 
Pelvic pain refers to pain in the 
region between the hip bones. 
Nearly everyone experiences 
some abdomino-pelvic pain and 
it can be mild or severe. It may 
also be continuous or come and 
go; or it can be acute (short¬ 
lived) or chronic (occurring over 
weeks or months). There are 
many reasons for abdominal or 
pelvic pain.

Chronic pelvic pain may be a 
symptom of another disease, or 
it can be a condition in its own 
right. The cause of chronic pelvic 
pain is frequently hard to find. 
Your discomfort may intensify 
after standing for long periods 
and may be relieved when you lie 
down. The pain may be mild and 
annoying, or it may be so severe 
that you miss work, can’t sleep 
and can’t exercise. 

With any chronic pain prob¬ 
lem, it can be difficult to know 
when you should go to the doc¬ 
tor. In general, make an appoint¬ 
ment with your doctor if your 
pelvic pain disrupts your daily 
life or if your symptoms seem to 
be getting worse. Be especially 
sure to be checked by your doc¬ 
tor if it’s new or if it has become 
worse over time. Bleeding that 
occurs after menopause is a 
warning sign and cancer must be 
ruled out. 

If you suddenly develop se¬ 
vere abdomino-pelvic pain, it 
may be a medical emergency and 
you should seek medical attention 
promptly. You may have to go to 
the Emergency Room if you have 
pelvic or abdominal pain so se¬ 
vere that you can’t move without 
causing more pain or you can’t 
find a comfortable position. Clin¬ 
ton County Hospital has one of 
the best Emergency Departments 
in this area. Also seek immedi¬ 
ate medical help if your pain is 
accompanied by signs or symp¬ 
toms that are concerning, such as 
irregular bleeding or swelling in 
the abdomen. 

If the source of your abdom¬ 
ino-pelvic pain is found, your 
treatment will be focused on that 
cause. If no immediate cause can 


be found, a number of tests will 
be performed to try to find the 
cause of your pain. I strongly 
believe that the cause of you pain 
should be determined so that the 
correct treatment is given. If 
possible your pain will be treated 
with medication, minor proce¬ 
dures and finally surgery, in that 
order. If someone tells you it’s all 
in your head get a second opin¬ 
ion. Our office has found prob¬ 
lems that others have overlooked 
or dismissed and we are here to 
help you. 

You may never receive a spe¬ 
cific diagnosis that explains your 
pain. But that doesn’t mean your 
pain isn’t real and treatable. You 
may go to your primary care doc¬ 
tor or a specialist. A specialist in 
the field of medicine that treats 
medical and surgical female 
problems is a gynecologist. Al¬ 
though Dr. Hay is the only gyne¬ 
cologist in Clinton County, room 
is always reserved for new pa¬ 
tients or patients with emergen¬ 
cies and can normally see you on 
the day you call.

through a referral system, usu¬ 
ally by a school guidance coun¬ 
selor. A referral committee then 
does a review with the students’ 
parents, who have the final say 
as to whether or not their child 
enters the Clear Creek Academy 
setting. “We have huge parent in¬ 
volvement,” Pharis noted. 

Shelton also stressed that par¬ 
ent involvement was one of the 
most important aspects of the 
academy’s success. “We keep 
them (parents) informed on a 
weekly basis of their child’s 
behavioral and academic prog¬ 
ress... we don’t hide anything.” 

Another former instructor 
who is now with the KY-ASAP 
program in Somerset, Tyler 
Young, said he had already seen 
where the program had kept 
some kids from getting into trou¬ 
ble and making wrong decisions. 

Pharis admitted that a couple 
of students just didn’t do well, or 
some felt they were just too far 
behind and left the program, add¬ 
ing a few students have quit, but 
at least they were given a chance 
they didn’t have before. 

A total of 38 students went 
through the program this year, 
with five having a chance to 
graduate. Pharis said the three 
that did graduate. 

There is also a committee that 
refers students who have caught 
up academically or otherwise 
that recommends those students 
return to the normal school set¬ 
ting, Pharis said. Parents are also 
involved in that process. “Some 
parents think their kids can stay 
in a regular school setting and 
buckle down, but parents need to 
play a vital role.” 

The Clear Creek Academy 
philosophy is “We believe...all 
students can achieve academic 
success; all students can learn to 
make appropriate decisions; all 
students can grow both emotion¬ 
ally and socially; and all students 
deserve a quality education.” 

The program focuses targeted 
intervention, parent engagement, 
credit recovery, digital curricu¬ 
lum and behavior/discipline. 
The mission of Clear Creek is to 
provide students a positive and 
structured learning environment 
that provides a clear path for the 
student to realize their full aca¬ 
demic potential. 

Students in grades 5 through 
12 who are enrolled, including 
new enrollees, or students who 
have withdrawn (drop out, home 
school, etc. can be nominated for 
admission to Clear Creek Acad¬ 
emy and is then reviewed by the 
Intake Referral Committee. Each 
admission to Clear Creek is based 
on the individual student. The 
academy uses information from 
the referring party, students’ self 
evaluation, parental evaluations, 
observations, and assessments to 
create an individual plan for each 
student. 

Unlike the regular school set¬ 
ting, Clear Creek doesn’t have 


the bells for start of classes, 
which Pharis estimates saves al¬ 
most two hours of instructional 
time. 

Students attending the acad¬ 
emy for behaviorial reasons are 
brought breakfast and lunch to 
the classroom, while others are 
there to catch up or recover cred¬ 
its they are behind on, take the 
breakfast and lunch break in the 
usual school setting. 

Last year, during the afternoon 
hours, students did a lot of car¬ 
pentry work, building computer 
tables and stalls and there have 
also been a host of guest speak¬ 
ers, including District Judge 
Scarlett Latham, businessman 
(and now school board member) 
Jeff Sams and Extension Agent 
Christy Nuetzman, just to name 
a few. 

In one session Nuetzman 
helped the students with how to 
fill out job applications and Sams 
did some mock job interviews 
with the students. 

The rigid curriculum in com¬ 
puter-based and each day a stu¬ 
dent is given the amount of time 
they need per day to get caught 
up and stay on track. “Some stu¬ 
dents do extra preparation work 
and get ahead and they are physi¬ 
cally challenged through the pro¬ 
gram,” Shelton noted. 

A few students who attend the 
academy just wanted to get their 
grades up. 

Pharis also stressed that Ken¬ 
tucky, insofar as education, had 
misused the word “alternative” 
when it began using the phrase 
alternative school. 

“When you hear the phrase 
alternative, one thinks of ‘bad 
kids,”’ he said. Shelton, howev¬ 
er, said they weren’t bad kids, but 
kids that had made bad choices. 

Pharis further said the word 
alternative was more appropriate 
for those seeking a GED, or in 
the gifted and talented program. 
“Kentucky has not used the word 
(alternative) in context,” adding 
they needed to change the name. 

The title for Clear Creek 
Academy, according to Pharis, 
was derived from there being a 
creek that runs behind the high 
school property and that the pro¬ 
gram is aimed at giving students 
a clear opportunity for the path to 
a high school diploma. 

Shelton is now in his sixth 
year in the setting and said this 
year has been the best and most 
satisfying over that time period. 
“We keep parents involved in the 
kids’ education, discipline and 
we also teach them things like 
respect.” 

Of the total of 38 students 
who went through the program, 
there were 22 at the end of the 
school year, with some going 
back to the regular school setting 
after getting caught up on their 
academic work or recovering 
enough credits. 

Shelton said one student had 
stayed in the program over the 
past five years...not because of 
discipline problems but primari¬ 
ly because he was more comfort¬ 
able in the Clear Creek Academy 
setting. “He has really matured 
over the years,” Shelton said 


about that particular student and 
is looking forward to graduation. 

The academy has a 77 per¬ 
cent average passing grade and 
84 percent passing rate, with the 
number of classes passed on the 
first attempt being 97 with some 
115 digital curriculum classes at¬ 
tempted. 

The academy, which teaches 
not only academics from com¬ 
puters, but also life skills such 
as carpentry, describes itself as 
“a family centered educational 
program...created to provide a 
positive alternative to the con¬ 
ventional public school system.” 

Clear Creek has also gotten 
some area and statewide atten¬ 
tion from districts like Cumber¬ 
land County which is studying 
the local program as a possible 
model for its school districts. 
Also, an article was sent to Su¬ 
perintendent Bernard from the 
KASA (Kentucky Association 
of School Administrators) which 
had written a story on it. 

Earlier this year, several of 
the Clear Creek students made 
an impressive presentation about 
the academy, how it works and 
what it’s meant to them by means 
of a video shown to the Clinton 
County Board of Education. One 
young lady even called herself a 
“poster child” for the academy 
during that presentation to the 
board. 

The following 12 quotes are 
from Clear Creek students them¬ 
selves: 

* I can come to school, get my 
credits, be a mother, and gradu¬ 
ate on time. 

* The teachers in here push 
you to work so you can graduate. 

* It’s easier to concentrate on 
your work so you get more done. 

* I like Clear Creek Academy 
because it is so much quieter 
here. 

* The number system they use 
lets me know how much work I 
need to do each day. 

* I have the chance now to 
succeed. 

* I like Clear Creek Academy 
because I learn more and pass... 
and not fail. 

* I can get my credits caught 
up and not worry about failing. 

* Now that I have brought 
my grades up, I can try for my 
driver’s permit. 

* I’ve gotten myself back to 
grade level. Now I can play foot¬ 
ball next year. 

* I thought dropping out was 
the only choice I had left. 

* I’m so glad I got the oppor¬ 
tunity to come out here. 

Pharis said the most reward¬ 
ing aspect of working with the 
Clear Creek facility is seeing 
seniors who attended gradu¬ 
ate. “The three seniors this year 
worked hard and long, even 
overtime on school days and 
some Saturdays... seeing them 
walk across the stage (to gradu¬ 
ate) will be the shining moment 
for me,” he added. 

Shelton said one of his most 
rewarding aspects of working 
with the program is “seeing kids 
who think they have no hope and 
then realizing there is hope and 
they can do it.”

$10,769,291- 

The actual working budget 
which the school district has to 
live by, will be approved in Sep¬ 
tember. 

The board discussed some 
aspects of the current year’s es¬ 
timated budget and it was noted 
that the totals have remained the 
same over the past three years. 

They also discussed ways to 
reign in expenses without hav¬ 
ing to reduce personnel, as many 
school districts across the state 
have had to do in recent years due 
primarily to lower state funding 
and the overall economy. 

Bernard told the board that 
SEEK funds from the state for 
this current school year are 
$84,000 less than the previous 
year, and it doesn’t look as if the 


financial outlook from the state 
funding standpoint is going to 
improve any time soon. 

Board member Kevin Mar¬ 
cum also said he felt one prob¬ 
lem with federal grants that are 
approved and received is that 
after the terms of those grants 
expire—for example a five-year 
grant—the district winds up with 
additional employees. 

Most board members agreed 
that in those situations, grant-re¬ 
lated positions should be filled by 
persons who were almost ready 
to retire after the grant period is 
up to cut back on over-staffing, 
or having to make cuts in other 
areas. 

Superintendent Bernard told 
the board that over the next 
school year, her primary focus 
was going to be on “instruction 
and attendance.” She said the 
more time students are in school, 
the more funds the district is able 
to receive from the state and also 
noted the school district would 
have to look for every dollar it 


could get at this point. 

Following the discussion, 
a motion to approve the tenta¬ 
tive budget was made by board 
member Goldie Stonecipher and 
passed by unanimous vote. 

The board, on a motion by 
chairwoman Paula Key, also 
approved a transfer to move 
$1,250,000 from the future con¬ 
struction fund code to an unas¬ 
signed fund balance code for 
budgetary needs. 

The board also approved, on 
a motion by board member Ju¬ 
nior Cecil, an overnight trip for 
two FCCLA (Future Career and 
Community Leaders of America) 
students to Hardinsburg on June 
11-12 for officer training. 

Bernard also announced that 
the June meeting of the board 
would be switched and held later 
in the month, on Monday, June 
24 at 5 p.m., making it a special 
meeting. The regular board meet¬ 
ing had originally been slated for 
two weeks sooner.

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It was a bittersweet evening 
at Monticello School Saturday, 
May 18, as the Class of 2013 
received their diplomas before 
a crowd of family, friends and 
alumni who were saying farewell 
to their beloved school. 

As the ceremony ended, 
members of the Class of 2013 
lined the front of the gymnasium 
and were introduced by Principal 
Roger Keith, who noted this was 
the last graduating class from 
MHS. 

The graduation capped a day 
filled with events at the school, 
which will officially close on 
June 30. Alumni, former teach¬ 
ers, staff members, and many 
who have been touched by the 
school walked through the hall¬ 
ways, sharing memories of their 
teachers and the days they spent 
at Monticello. Pictures were 
taken of classes and there were 
hugs and tears all around the 
MHS gym, as friends gathered to 
share the event. 

Just outside the gymnasium 
walls there were bulletin boards 
where people could sign their 
names and share a few thoughts 
about the school. “Trojan 4 
Ever,” one person wrote. Another 
wrote, “I loved this place.” 

Saturday afternoon’s event be¬ 
gan with a welcome from former 
teacher, principal and Monticello 


Superintendent Richie Huff. 

“This is where you made 
life-long friends, met or perhaps 
even married your first love, got 
to be class leader for the week 
for recess and water fountain 
time, decorated the Armory or 
auditorium for the prom, worked 
on Christmas floats and other 
class projects; this is where you 
could look after or check on your 
youngster or older brothers or 
sisters from the time you started 
school until you graduated,” 
Huff told the crowd on Saturday 
afternoon. 

He continued, “Though we 
are saddened today by the clos¬ 
ing of our school and especially 
the circumstances that brought us 
to this point, let us look upon it 
not as an ending, but as a new be¬ 
ginning of the Monticello School 
spirit.” 

People lingered at school 
throughout the afternoon, spend¬ 
ing as much time as possible to¬ 
gether. The bands Borrowed Blue 
and Rapid Transit, both which 
feature alumni of Monticello 
School, provided music in the 
auditorium. Before the afternoon 
concluded Monticello High 
School alumni band members 
performed the school fight song 
one last time. 

Graduation began a couple of 
hours later in the school’s gym¬ 
nasium, as Principal Roger Keith 
greeted the crowd. 

“You were my very first class 
of students at Monticello School 
and you will be my last,” said 
Keith, as he spoke to the students 
Saturday evening.

“The people of Monticello 
were our family and they were 
so good to us,” said Miniard. 
“My grandfather was so proud of 
this school. He was so proud of 
the teachers, the staff and the stu¬ 
dents who walked these halls.” 

Frank Phillips, a Monticello 
alumni, spoke to the graduates 
about change—not only the 
change they are facing as high 
school graduates, but also the 
change facing teachers, staff and 
students of Monticello School. 

While the spotlight was fo¬ 
cused on the graduating class 
of 2013, Phillips noted that 
because of the circumstances 
the spotlight was shared by the 
entire Monticello School family 
on Saturday. 

The wait is over for 
Monticello Independent faculty 
and staff, as they have been wait¬ 
ing for the past few months of 
state management and merger 
discussions to find out about 
their employment for the 2013- 
14 school year.

year. In addition, he added that 
all maintenance and custodial 
personnel have been retained as 
well. 

In addition, Hamm announced 
that Superintendent John Dalton 
plans to place a guidance coun¬ 
selor from each school district 
in each school. This will allow 
students from both districts the 
opportunity to talk with a guid¬ 
ance counselor they are familiar 
with and will hopefully put the 
students at ease when they need 
to go to the guidance counselor. 

The old Wayne County High 
School building has been in¬ 
cluded on the National Register 
of Historic Places, following a 
meeting last week by the Ken¬ 
tucky Historic Preservation Re¬ 
view Board in Louisville. 

The school, which has been 
known in more recent years as A. 
J. Lloyd Middle School, was one 
of 15 sites in Kentucky approved 
by the board during the meeting. 

Erected in 1939-1941 with 
funds provided by the Works 
Progress Administration (WPA), 
the school played a significant 
role in education in the com¬ 
munity, according to information 
provided by the nomination to 
the board. 

As noted in the publication 
“Education in Wayne County, 
1909-1965,” the school reshaped 
the delivery of public education 
in the county. 

“Previously education had 
occurred in four separate high 
schools scattered throughout the 
county,” the book noted. “The 
decision to build a single high 
school for the whole county, in 
Monticello, helped solidify the 
town’s county seat status. Also 
at this time, Wayne County was 
transitioning from an insular ru¬ 
ral society into one aware of pos¬ 
sibilities beyond its borders—for 
travel and job opportunities. The 
educational advantages given 
by a consolidated high school 
provided students with an abil¬ 
ity to conceive of life away from 
Wayne County and an education 
upon which to begin that jour¬ 
ney.” 

The National Register is 
the nation’s official list of his¬ 
toric and archeological resources 
deemed worthy of preserva¬ 
tion. With nearly 3,300 listings, 
Kentucky has the fourth highest 
number in the nation. 

Listings can be applied to 
buildings, objects, structures, 
districts and archeological sites. 
Proposed sites must be signifi¬ 
cant in architecture, engineering, 
American history or culture, or 
possess a special role in the de¬ 


velopment of the country. 

Natural Register status does 
not affect property owner¬ 
ship rights but does provide a 
measure of protections against 
adverse impact from federally 
funded projects. Owners of Na¬ 
tional Register properties may 
qualify for federal or state tax 
credits for certified rehabilitation 
of these properties. 

The Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet will hold a public infor¬ 
mational meeting on June 4 at the 
Elk Spring Valley Baptist Church 
in regard to the proposed recon¬ 
struction of flood prone areas 
along KY 92 in Wayne County. 

The meeting will allow all 
interested people an opportu¬ 
nity to provide information to the 
Cabinet’s project team regarding 
historical flooding trends that oc¬ 
cur along KY 92 between mile 
points 10.6 and 13.1. 

The purpose of the project is 
to grade above flood plain levels 
that are prone to flooding. 

The format of the meeting 
will be informational and it will 
be held from 5-7 p.m. 

The public will be able to 
view aerials of existing KY 92 
and assist the project team in 
identifying flood prone areas 
along the project corridor. 

Members of the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet will be 
on hand to answer any ques¬ 
tions. 



A petition to once again put 
the legalization of alcohol sales 
on the ballot reached the office of 
County Clerk Lisha Popplewell 
last Monday, May 20. 

Greg Shaw, representing a 
group known as Progress James¬ 
town, delivered over 200 signed 
petitions that will have the city 
of Jamestown voting for the 
possibility of a “moist” city, in 
which restaurants that seat over 
100 and derive at least 70 percent 
of their sales from food will be 
allowed to apply to sell alcohol 
by the drink. 

The more than 200 petitions 
represent at least 25 percent of 
the registered voters voted in 
the last election within the city, 
a requisite for obtaining a special 
balloting. 

The petitions were verified 
by the clerk’s office last Tues¬ 
day and according to Kentucky 
Revised Statues a date for an 


election must take place no less 
than 60 days and no more than 
90 days from the date of the peti¬ 
tions being submitted. The date 
for the election has been set for 
July 22, according to officials. 

All households within the 
city of Jamestown were mailed 
the petition over a month ago 
and said: “I request that the fol¬ 
lowing proposition be placed on 
the ballot to be voted on by the 
registered voters within the city 
limits of Jamestown, Kentucky: 
‘Are you in favor of the sale of 
alcoholic beverages by the drink 
in Jamestown at restaurants and 
dining facilities with a seating 
capacity of at least one hundred 
(100) persons which derive at 
least seventy percent (70 per¬ 
cent) of their gross receipts from 
the sale of food?”’ 

Shaw said the initiative is not 
meant to advocate the consump¬ 
tion of alcohol but rather to pro¬ 
vide a much needed economic 
boost to the city and its citizens. 

“This will attract new res¬ 
taurants and additional visitors, 
gain new jobs and bring in more 
income to the city and county,” 
he said. 

Shaw noted that in neighbor¬ 
ing communities that have voted 
to allow this option, there have 
been increases in growth, jobs 
and local tax revenue. 

“Burnside—a city of only 
about 600 people—for example, 
averages about $210,000 a year 
on alcohol taxes,” Shaw said. 
“That means Burnside has about 
$3.5 million a year in revenue 
generated by its restaurants due 
to the sale of alcohol.” “Think 
about how many jobs and op¬ 
portunities this would create for 
Jamestown which is twice as big 
as Burnside.” 

Shaw said he’s unsure how 
many restaurants would qualify 
under the particular guidelines, 
but agreed that the passing of the 
new limited sale of alcohol could 
attract chain restaurants. 

“I’m thinking about tourism,” 
Shaw said. “That’s what drives 
our county, especially James¬ 
town. This isn’t all the answers, 
no. But is it a start? I think so.” 

Judge/Executive Gary Rob¬ 
ertson said he would follow the 
KRS guidelines. 

“We’re required by law, once 
it’s validated we have to, ac¬ 
cording to KRS 242.030, we’re 
required once it’s validated by 
the clerk for us to set an election 
day not earlier than 60 days and 
no more than 90 days from the 
date the petition is filed with the 
county clerk,” Robertson said. 
“That’s just following KRS. 
We’re not taking sides on it,” 
he said.

The return of summer - it’s gonna get crowd¬

Last weekend’s arrival of the Memorial Day 
holiday coincided with graduation at Clinton 
County High School, and thus I opted to postpone 
for a week my annual warning to local readers 
about the onslaught of tourists and instead go into 
my annual congratulatory column to the graduat¬ 
ing senior athletes (and the parents/guardians).

Be nice. When you see some tourists at a gas sta¬ 
tion or grocery store, speak and perhaps even stop 
to chat. If you see a car on the side of the road 
looking at a map, stop and offer your assistance. 
We can all be good stewards of our community. 

We’re proud of where we live, why shouldn’t 
we be eager to share what we have - especially 
given the fact that they are willing so help boost 
the Clinton County economy. 

So - summer is here, let the game begin, but 
remember, we’re not alone out there, at least until 
sometime in September when we get it back all to 
ourselves. 

Have a fun, and safe summer, and remember - 
be nice, 

More importantly, in the words of Sgt. Phil from 
Hillstreet Blues , “Let’s be careful out there.”

Kentucky Afield Outdoors: 

It's catfish time across the state 


When water temperatures 
warm into the 70s, it’s catfish 
time across Kentucky. 

“Late May and June is the 
prime time for catching catfish 
from reservoirs, small lakes, 
rivers and farm ponds,” said 
Gerry Buynak, assistant direc¬ 
tor of fisheries at the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources. “The spawn is 
underway and with the onset of 
warmer weather, catfish settle 
into daily patterns. They begin 
to feed aggressively at dawn and 
dusk and throughout the night.” 

The top three catfish species 
sought by anglers in Kentucky 
include the channel catfish, the 
blue catfish and the flathead cat¬ 
fish: 

The channel catfish (Ictal- 
urus punctatus) is the most wide¬ 
ly distributed catfish species in 
Kentucky. It thrives in ponds and 
small lakes. It has a bluish-silver 
back, white belly and silvery 
sides with small, irregular dark 
spots. Adults are commonly 12 
to 20 inches long. 

“Each year almost 200,000 
channel catfish are stocked in 
Kentucky waters,” said Buynak. 
“At the end of May, we’ll be 
putting channel catfish in 27 of 
our FINs (Fishing in Neighbor¬ 
hoods) lakes.” 

To catch channel catfish, an 
angler must fish on the bottom. 
That’s because channel catfish 
are scavengers, using their su¬ 
per-sensitive whiskers to detect 
the odors of food on the bottom. 

Use the basic slip sinker 


rig - a No. 2 hook, leader, bar¬ 
rel swivel and egg sinker - for 
bottom fishing. Night crawlers, 
shrimp, chicken liver or scented 
dough are excellent channel cat¬ 
fish baits. 

The blue catfish (Ictalurus 
furcatus) thrives in big rivers 
such as the lower Ohio and Mis¬ 
sissippi rivers, as well as their 
major tributaries. Blue catfish 
are also found in Lake Barkley 
and Kentucky Lake. In the last 
decade blue catfish have been 
successfully established in sev¬ 
eral small lakes and four major 
reservoirs — Taylorsville Lake, 
Barren River Lake, Dewey Lake 
and Fishtrap Lake. 

The blue catfish is similar 
in appearance to the channel 
catfish. The most obvious differ¬ 
ence is that the blue catfish has 
a straight anal fin. The blue cat¬ 
fish is bluish-gray with silvery 
sides and a white belly. The tail 
is deeply forked. 

To target blue catfish in 
small lakes, use a bobber to keep 
the bait suspended about 6-8 feet 
below the surface. The best bait 


for blue catfish is cut bait, such 
as the viscera and gills of giz¬ 
zard shad, chunks of bluegill, or 
pieces of minnow. 

The flathead catfish (Pylo- 
dictis olivaris) is primarily found 
in large rivers and reservoirs. 

It is brown to reddish-brown 
to yellowish with dark blotch¬ 
es on the top and sides, with a 
yellowish to white belly. It has 
a wide, flat head, a triangular¬ 
shaped tail and a protruding 
lower jaw. 

Flatheads commonly reach 
36 inches and can live for 20 
years. Adults are solitary and in¬ 
habit deep, sluggish pools during 
the day. They move into rocky 
shallows at night, often locating 
around cover. They eat live fish 
such as creek chubs, shiners, 
shad and sunfish. 

Anglers should use a slip 
sinker rig with a small foam float 
attached to the leader. Hook the 
baitfish through the tail to keep 
it from snagging on the bottom. 

Catfish in Kentucky are big, 
abundant and found throughout 
the state. Now is time to start 
fishing for them.

Cool, also known as “Brother Cool” to many and most recently 
as “AJ” by his loving caregivers at Thomson-Hood, was born 
August 7,1926 in the small community of Diana, West Virginia. 
He was the sixth child of eight children, five sisters and three 
brothers. His Dad passed away when he was nine and he had to 
quickly become the man of the family with times being hard. 

In 1941, as a very young 16 year old, he traded birthdays with 
an older sister, Virginia Nell Cool and slipped into the United 
States Navy to serve his country during WWII. 

Assigned to the USS Dorothea L. Dix as a Seaman he took 
part in the North African Invasion at Oran; in the Invasion of 
Sicily; and in the Normandy Invasion, often driving the LCVP 
boats used to ferry troops and equipment to the beach inva¬ 
sions. After the Normandy Invasion, he was assigned to the Hospital Ship USS Haven. The Haven was 
the first ship into Nagasaki, Japan after the atomic bomb was dropped. The mission was to help rescue 
American prisoners of War from Japanese prison camps. 

On September 18, 1946, he married the love of his life, Barbara M. Maines. He first met her while 
picking up an organ from missionaries Rev. Paul & Grace Maines to take back to his ship for church 
services. After marriage and after surrendering his life to God to be a preacher, he and his wife Barbara 
attended Clear Creek Baptist Bible College. He was unable to become a full time Pastor right away so he 
went to work for REA in Somerset, KY as an Electrical Lineman to help provide for his family. 

In 1951, South Kentucky Rural Electric sent him to Clinton County where he would work for 28 
years serving the people of Clinton County helping to bring electricity to many rural families for the 
first time. While working for SKRECC, he eventually was promoted to General Manager for the local 
office in Albany. 

In addition to working full time for SKRECC, he became an Ordained Baptist Minister. Arnold Cool 
was most proud and privileged to serve as Pastor of six Baptist churches including Central Grove, Cave 
Springs, Fairland, Clear Fork, Pikeview, Green Grove, and in Cumberland County, Branham Grove. 

So it was - Albany, Clinton County, KY would be where he and his wife would make their home for 
the next 65 years and raise four children. 

Arnold Cool loved to work, for God first, then family, then helping people. He also enjoyed farm¬ 
ing, playing softball, fishing, and traveling in their RV. He also served his community as Lions Club 
President, Fair Board President, and Assistant Fire Chief for 30 years on the Albany Volunteer Fire 
Department. He was given the honor of being commissioned as a Kentucky Colonel in recognition for 
the many contributions he made to his community, state and nation during his lifetime. Upon his retire¬ 
ment, he became a member of the Albany First Baptist Church. 

Surviving Arnold Cool is his wife of 67 years Barbara Maines Cool. They are the parents of four 
children, Arnold P. Cool (and Earlene), Benton, Ky.; Barbara N. Cool Middleton (and Eddie), Concord, 
NC; Mark Cool (and Cathie), Lancaster, KY; Lisa J. Cool Armstrong (and Terry), Murfreesboro, TN, all 
of whom survive as well as seven grandchildren (Paula Cool Godwin, Alyssa Hill Sparks, Marshall Cool, 
Kendra Middleton, Jake Cool, Travis Armstrong and Casey Armstrong Bowen), seven great grandchil¬ 
dren (Samuel Sparks, Rowdy Godwin, Hannah Grace Sparks, Josie Godwin, Faith Sparks, Titus Arm¬ 
strong and Paisley Bowen) and many nieces and nephews. 

He had three brothers - Dalton, Wendell, and James D. Cool. Five sisters - Gathel Cool Narvestad, 
Macil Cool Klee, Dean Cool Carter, Helen Cool Davisson, Virginia Cool Cutlip Stein, and several half 
brothers and sisters all who have preceded him in death.

Two strawberry viruses found in Ky

Kentucky strawberry produc¬ 
ers should check with their sup¬ 
plier on the origin of their plugs 
after two viruses were found this 
spring in the state, said Nicole 
Ward Gauthier, assistant profes¬ 
sor in the University of Kentucky 
College of Agriculture’s Depart¬ 
ment of Plant Pathology. 

The viruses, strawberry mot¬ 
tle virus and strawberry mild yel¬ 
low edge virus, were found on 
plants that originated in a nursery 
in the Great Valley area of Nova 
Scotia. Three known Kentucky 
growers received a shipment of 
plants from this nursery, but only 
one of them has reported symp¬ 


toms of the viruses. 

These viruses work together 
to reduce or eliminate yields. If 
the viruses are found, growers 
should plan for at least a 25 per¬ 
cent reduction in yields. While 
the viruses infect the plants, the 
fruit is still edible, and consum¬ 
ers should not notice a difference 
in taste or appearance. 

Symptoms of the viruses in¬ 
clude poor plant growth in spots 
or in entire fields, older leaves 
turning bright red, yellowing 
along plant edges or on emerg¬ 
ing leaves and dead plant tissue 
along leaf margins. 

Common aphids can transmit 
these viruses to healthy plants. 


Lambsquarter, a common weed, 
is also a host for the strawberry 
mottle virus. Lambsquarter in¬ 
fected with strawberry mottle vi¬ 
rus may not show symptoms. 

If growers suspect their plants 
are infected by either of these vi¬ 
ruses, they should contact their 
county extension agent for con¬ 
firmation. Gauthier encourages 
growers to destroy all symptom¬ 
atic plants as soon as possible. If 
growers cannot destroy infected 
plants, they should carefully 
manage aphid vectors and imple¬ 
ment a strict weed management 
program. Infected perennial 
strawberries should be removed 
at season’s end.

The Johnstown Flood 

May 31, 1889 

The South Fork Dam collapsed on this day in 1889, causing a flood in Johnstown, Pennsylvania, 
killing more than 2,200 people. 

Johnstown is 60 miles east of Pittsburgh in a valley near the Allegheny, Little Conemaugh, and Stony 
Creek Rivers. It is located on a floodplain that has been subject to frequent disasters. Because of the 
area’s susceptibility to floods, a dam was built in 1840 on the Little Conemaugh River, 14 miles upstream 
from Johnstown. The dam created the largest man-made lake of the time, Lake Conemaugh. The dam 
was part of an extensive canal system that became obsolete as the railroads replace the canal as a means 
of transporting goods. As the canal system fell into disuse, maintenance on the dam was neglected. 

In 1889, Johnstown was home to 30,000 people, many of whom worked in the steel industry. On May 
31, the residents were unaware of the danger that steady rain over the course of the previous day had 
caused. A spillway at the dam became clogged with debris that could not be dislodged. An engineer at 
the dam saw warning signs of an impending disaster and rode a horse to the village of South Fork to 
warn the residents. However, the telegraph lines were down and the warning did not reach Johnstown. 
At 3:10 p.m., the dam collapsed, causing a roar that could be heard for miles. All of the water from Lake 
Conemaugh rushed forward at 40 miles per hour, sweeping away everything in its path. 

People in the path of the rushing flood waters were often crushed as their homes and other structures 
were swept away. Thirty-three train engines were pulled into the raging water, creating more hazards. 
Some people in Johnstown were able to make it to the top floors of the few tall buildings in town. 
However, whirlpools brought down many of these taller buildings. A bridge downstream from the town 
caught much of the debris and ten proceeded to catch fire. Some people who had survived by floating on 
top of debris were burned to death in the fire. Reportedly, one baby survived on the floor of a house as 
it floated 75 miles from Johnstown. 

One of the American Red Cross’ first major relief efforts took place in the aftermath of the flood. Clara 
Barton arrived five days later to lead the relief. It took five years to rebuild Johnstown, which again 
endured deadly floods in 1936 and 1977. 


Congress passes the 19th Amendment 

June 4, 1919 

The 19th Amendment to the U.S. Constitution, guaranteeing women the right to vote, is passed by 
Congress and sent to the states for ratification. 

The women’s suffrage movement was founded in the mid-19th century by women who had become 
politically active through their work in the abolitionist and temperance movements. In July 1848, 240 
woman suffragists, including Elizabeth Cady Stanton and Lucretia Mott, met in Seneca Falls, NEW 
York, to assert the right of women to vote. Female enfranchisement was still largely opposed by 
most Americans, and the distraction of the North-South conflict and subsequent Civil War precluded 
further discussion. During the Reconstruction Era, the 15th Amendment was adopted, granting African 
American men the right to vote, but the Republican - dominated Congress failed to expand its progressive 
radicalism into the sphere of gender. 

In 1869, the National Woman Suffrage Association, led by Susan B. Anthony and Elizabeth Cady 
Stanton, was formed to push for an amendment to the U.S. Constitution. Another organization, the 
American Woman Suffrage Association, led by Lucy Stone, was organized in the same year to work 
through the state legislatures. In 1890, these two societies were united as the National American Woman 
Suffrage Association. That year, Wyoming became the first state to grant women the right to vote. 

By the beginning of the 20th century, the role of women in American society was changing drastically; 
women were working more, receiving a better education, bearing fewer children, and several states had 
authorized female suffrage. In 1913, the National Woman’s party organized the voting power of these 
enfranchised women to elect congressional representatives who supported woman suffrage, and by 1916 
both the Democratic and Republican parties openly endorsed female enfranchisement. In 1919, the 19th 
Amendment, which stated that “rights of citizens of the United States to vote shall not be denied or 
abridged by the United States or by any State on account of sex,” Passed both houses of Congress and 
was sent to the states for ratification. On August 18, 1920, Tennessee became the 36th state to ratify the 
amendment, giving it the two-thirds majority of state ratification necessary to make it the law of the land. 
Eight days later, the 19th Amendment took effect.

Kentucky Facts and Trivia 

On May 30, 1927, the Kentucky River peaked during a massive flood that killed 89 people and left 
thousands homeless. Torrential rains caused this unprecedented flood. 

An account from the Mountain Eagle newspaper of Letcher County in Whitesburg, Kentucky provided 
a detailed look at the disaster. 

The flood hit just after 11 o’clock on Sunday night, and within a few minutes the whole camp of the 
Consolidated Fuel company was under water. The house in which Brent Breeding and his family were 
living was swept against the railroad trestle and then crushed to pieces. Not a plank of it is be seen there 
now. All of the members of the family were saved except a five year old girl. The body has not yet been 
recovered. 

Jimmy Higgins, superintendent, says he heard at 11 o’clock that his substation was on fire and started 
up Smoot Creek to see about it. The rain became so hard that he turned back and climbed in the hill 
to his home overlooking the depot there. A prolonged flash of lightning showed him that the camp had 
already flooded. He rushed back down the hill and began to direct the rescue work. They had to chop 
into the roofs of some of the houses to get the occupants out, for the water from below had trapped them. 
Swimmers went in at the risk of their own lives and carried out occupants. One home had 14 children, 
all of whom were saved. 

This flood had a serious long-term impact on the communities of the region: 12,000 people were left 
homeless and men were out of work for months as the mines in which most worked had to be shut down. 
As with most floods, it was the flooding of small streams rather than a major river that caused the most 
deaths. Major rivers that flood can cause serious property and agricultural damage, but do not usually 
cause deaths because it takes more time for them to flood, usually providing ample warning to people 
nearby. Smaller rivers and creeks tend to flood suddenly when inundated by local storm bursts; the 
sudden waves of water that kill people usually come out of these smaller rivers. 

Floods are the deadliest weather phenomenon in the United States, causing about 140 deaths 
annually.

Letter to the Editor 


To the Editor, 

One of the most strange hap¬ 
penings ever told of in the Bible 
is recorded in chapter 16 of the 
book of Numbers. Or I think it is! 
The main character is Moses. He 
has taken all the Israelite slaves 
out of Egypt—out of slavery—and 
they are on their way to Canaan, 
the land God promised for them.
